"I and the man who brings up an orphan will be in paradise like 
this," said the Holy Prophet (sallahu alhai wa salam), putting 
together his forefinger and middle finger.

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In a recent BBC documentary about Islam and women, a young 
Muslim woman (who wears hijab) was asked whether hijab is a 
form of oppression. Her response was absolutely chilling: 

"For someone to tell me I have to wear the hijab, if someone 
tells me to do that, I'm taking my hijab off. If you're going to 
force me to wear the hijab, I'm taking it off. I wear this out of 
love, this is my identity, this is something that I love and I 
wouldn't even say that I do it because my God tells me to do it. 
Everything that my God tells me to do. He gives me a choice, I'm 
doing it because [I] want to do it and I love it. It's part of my 
religion and I own it." 

The scary thing is, many younger Muslims will not understand 
why this is so objectionable. They will not recognize the kufr 
implied in a statement like this. 

This is the subtle corrosive power of liberalism that deeply 
affects people without them even realizing it. How could you 
say that, "If God tells me to do something, I won't do it"? Well, it 
makes sense if you have been indoctrinated. If you are forced to 
do something, then that takes away from your "autonomy." It 
takes away from your ability to "freely choose." And anything 
that reduces your freedom and liberty in this way is evil. To take 
away your ability to choose is to take away from your identity, 
from who you are. "And what could be worse than that?" asks 
the young Muslim who is steeped in the social-justice-warrior 
infused identity politics of the age, promoted by Muslims and 
non-Muslims alike. 

The sticking point is here: 

But doesn't God command us to do certain things and prohibit 
us from other things? And aren't there steep consequences for 
not submitting and obeying to God? This is precisely what force 
and coercion are! 

It is through this line of reasoning that those Muslims affected 
by liberalism face two options. Option 1: God is evil (wa 
naudhubillah) or, Option 2: God is not evil, but God doesn't 
command us or prohibit us in anything either. 

Both options are kufr. 

The way out of this dilemma is to critique liberalism and to 
deconstruct concepts like freedom, autonomy, coercion, etc. In 
the comments below, I posted some material on this.

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Who is an Islamic Scholar? 
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The need to identify those to whom questions on Islamic 
matters can be referred is more felt now than ever. The scholars 
of Islam leave no stone unturned in clarifying the attributes of 
the people of knowledge. Those who can give verdict on 
matters. The special branch of knowledge that deals with this 
exhaustively is Usool al-fiqh (fundamentals of Islamic 
Jurisprudence) which contains topics on Ijtihaad, Iftaa, Al-Mufti, 
Al-Mustafti... 


First, a Muslim when it comes to matters that are open to 
independent reasoning and deriving ruling from Shari'ah text is 
either of two: 


(Note: this means some matters are not open to ijtihaad. They 
have only one answer and their proof is clear-cut (Qat'ee). This is 
often called Usool (fundamentals of the deen- matters of creed) 


1. A person of the verse: 

"Follow what has been revealed by your Lord and do not follow 
guardian beside Him.." Q 7v3 

This implies that someone who can derive ruling himself and 
has got to the level of ijtihaad has to exercise his ijtihaad and 
follow what appears to him to be correct. This does not mean a 
scholar is only someone who can do Ijtihaad on every matter. 
There is p^U| : ^r|*<P art ' a l (sub-divisional ijtihaad). The proof for 
this is the evidence that abounds in Islamic literature of the 
Salaf refraining from answering certain questions. It was said 
that a man told Imam Malik: 

"I came all the way from Egypt to ask you a question and you 
said you don't know." Imam Malik said : 

"Tell those on your way back that Imam Malik did not know it." 
It is said:

Whoever misses out I don't know (when it is necessary), he has 
met his Waterloo 

Therefore, we can have someone for example, who has the 
ability to do Ijtihaad and be called a scholar of inheritance but 
he may not have such ability in other fields. 

In a nutshell, before a person can qualify to exercise 
independent reasoning and judicial discretion in any Shari'ah 
matter, he is expected to fulfil four criteria

1. He should know the proofs that abound on the matter he is 
doing ijtihaad on such that no proof escapes him and he 
strongly believes there is no other proof apart from the one with 
him. 

This implies that, if he thinks there are still some proofs he is 
unaware of then it behoves him to ask those who know about it.
